MR.  MAYOR  MR.  CHAIRMAN  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN 

I present  my  Report  on  the  Public  Health  Sanitary  Conditions 
and  Vital  Statistics  for  the  Borough  of  Gravesend  for  the  year  1970 

In  the  schools  in  the  area  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis  immunis- 
ation was  offered  to  school  leavers  Many  pupils  availed  themselves 
of  these  facilities.  Rubella  vaccination  was  offered  to  girls  in  the 
13  year  old  age  group  These  immunisations  are  in  addition  to 
immunisation  with  B.C.G.  which  has  been  carried  out  for  many  years  now 
These  measures  have  contributed  to  the  low  level  of  infectious  disease 
in  the  Borough  now, 


The  causes  of  death  for  Gravesend  as  forwarded  by  the  Registrar 
General  closely  follow  the  national  pattern  and  there  are  no  diseases 
in  Gravesend  which  show  a consistently  higher  incidence  than  those 
figures  for  the  whole  country 

The  population  of  Gravesend  was  estimated  in  1970  to  be  54  590  - 
a slight  decrease  The  figures  from  the  recent  census  are  not  yet 
available  There  were  971  births  - again  a slight  decrease  and  557 
deaths  - a slight  increase 

The  areas  of  Nine  Elms  Grove  and  Clifton  Grove  which  were  rep- 
resented as  Clearance  Areas  in  1968  are  now  being  re-developed  The 
accommodation  .provided  will  .pjrovide  much  needed  housing  for  people  in 
the  centre  of  the  town 


Influenza  immunisation  has  been  offered  to  the  staff  of  the 
Borough  Council  since  1966,  There  has  been  little  falling  off  in  the 
demand  for  this  and  in  1970  over  100  employees  availed  themselves  of 
this  facility
